Twelve wins and twelve losses. 

The above record doesn’t seem very im- 
pressive at first glance; yet many team and 
and individual honors came to GRC during the 
1946-47 cage season. 

Regular season victories over such perennial 
powers as Thornton Fractional, Hammond 
Tech, Gary Froebel, and Harvey Thornton 
gave Clark the reputation that it could fight it 
out with the best in the region had to offer. In 
the sectional tourney, the Pioneers downed 


Griffith and Tech by lopsided scores before 
dropping a close decision to Hammond High’s 
power-packed Wildcats. 

The fact that the Pioneers could bounce back 
from a humiliating defeat and dish out as much 
as they had taken was shown when they rolled 
over Valparaiso, 68 to 37. Just four days before 
the boys suffered a devasting set-back at the 
hands of State-finalist E. C. Washington, 67-30. 

Individual laurals must go to Captain George 
Peters and Prosper Franchimont. George copped 
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the individual scoring record for a single game 
by tallying 24 points against Gary Tolleston, 
while Prosper fell just four markers short of 
the season record of 272 points held by George 
Buksar, class of ’45. 

Only three boys — Peters, Franchimont, and 
George Bobos leave the cage ranks via gradu- 
ation, so everything points toward a stellar 
campaign for Coach Ed Shields and his squad 
next year.

positions on next year’s squad will be Howard 
Usselman, Ralph Porter, Ed Langohr, Jerry 
Bauer, Norm Banas, and Mike Andel. All of 
these boys shared regular assignments this last 
year.
